Tux Commons of England always en- 
tertained an honourable Jealouſy of their 
Princes, when they perceived their Expences' 
at home or abroad, their Gifts and Boons 
to Favourites to be too large and exorbi- 
tant ; and as we are an Ifland and ſubje& 
to Invaſion, ſo the Parliament of England 
were very watchful, that other Countries 
ſhould not out-do them in Trade and Na- 
val Strength ; that Foreigners ſhould have 
no more Footing, Strength, or Settlement, 
than was conducing to carry on the Trade 
and Commerce of the Nation; and when- 
ever Princes entertained Foreigners of 
their Counſel and Chief Adviſers, ' the 
People of England were reſtleſs and un- 
eaſy, null they were removed out of the 
King's Council; nay out of the Nation ; 
and in Hiſtory and Parliament are many 
Inſtances, that great Men and Favourites 
being Foreigners, for procuring to them-

al Revenues, eſpecially in Time of War 


and Peoples Necefhities : As for Inſtance, 


in King | Stephen's Time, who uſurp ed the 


Crown of ngland, - from Maud Js Em- 
preſs and her.Son King Henry i; Willigm 


de Ipres, a Netherlander, "was brought 


over, with a great Number of his Coun- 
'trymen, to which William de Tpres, the 
King de fatto, gave an Earldom, anil 
"made him a poRA Confidant, that he was 
in all Councils, and obtained great Grants, 


not only for himſelf, but for his, then 


called, Flemmings, who ſwarmed ſo thick 
about 'the King's Court, that Eng/iſh-Men 
were ſcarce known or rewarded ; at which 
Time, the Engliſh were fo exaſperated, 
that they importuned King Henry II, when 
he obtained the Right of his Crown, to 
ſeize on all that King Szephen had given 
to his foreign Favourite and his Accom- 
plices, and to baniſh him' and his Friends 
the Kingdom.

THe Day, before mentioned, being ap- 
pointed for baptizing of the young Prince, 
the King's Grandſon ; the Prince of Wales 
had it ſeems, made Choice, of his Uncle 
the Duke of 7Trk to be one of the Godfa- 
thers, as being the true PARAIN, (7. e. 
the next in Blood after the King himſelf ) 
his Majeſty having, as it was ſuppoſed, 
nominated the Lord Chamberlain of the 
Houſehold, the Duke of Nezwcaſtle, as his 
Proxy. In this Light the Prince took it ; 
and his Royal Highneſs, in a Letter which 
he wrote to the King, declares, 'That he 
was made to believe the King appeared 
eaſy in the Choice he had made. 


| But when the Ceremony came to be per- 


formed, the Duke of Newcaftle ſtood God- 
father 
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father jointly with the King, hot as Proxy 
for the Duke of 77rk, but for Himſelf, and 
in his own Name and Perfon. 'This the 
Prince (juſtly) 7hought an tunatcountable 
Hardſhip ; and there is no doubt but that 
his Royal Highneſs took ſome Steps to 
have prevented or avoided it as a Hard- , 
ſhip ; at leaſt while he thought there was 
Room: for it, and while he might imagine 
it was not a 'Thing ſo fixt as he after- 
wards found it to be ; but when the Prince 
was aſſured that the King had commanded 
it, He ſubmitted. The young Prince was 
chriſtened by the Name of GEORGE 
WILLIAM, at St. Fames's Palace, by the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury * ; the Dutcheſs 
of St. Albans ſtanding Godmother: 


Tarrs Brigne between the King and 
Prince daily heightening (one Occaſion of 
which was ſaid to be ſome very warm Ex- 
preflions that fell from his Royal Highneſs 
on the Duke of Newcaſtles Conduct in 
this Aﬀair) Matters were ſoon brought to 
ſuch a Heighth that the Kzng, upon a 
Report of the Words, thought fit to ſhew 
a ſudden Mark of his Diſpleaſure, by com- 
manding the Prince to his own Apartment, 
| till his Majeſty's farther Pleaſure was

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known ; to which his Royal Highneſs im- 
mediately ſubmitted. 


_. $oON after this, the Prince of J/ales, 
by Order of his Majeſty, left St. 7ames's 
Palace and retired to the Earl of Gran- 
. tham's Houſe in Arlington Street, the Prin- 
ceſs alſo went with him, but his Majeſty 
detained the Children, claiming the Care 
of them ; and farther ſignited to the 
Peers and Peereſſes of Ereat-Britain and 
Ireland, and to all Privy Counſellors and 
their J/zoes, that if any of them ſhould go 


to the Court of the Prince and Princeſs 


of JVales, they ſhould forbear to come in- 
to his Majeſty's Preſence. 


IN Purſuance of the Rights of the Roy- 
al Prerogative, an Order was ſent by the 
Lord Chancellor COWPER, requiring, in 
his Majeſty's Name, the Opinzton of All 
' the Fudges upon the following Queſtion ? 


WHETHER the Education and the 
Care of his Majeſty's Grand Children, and 
the ordering the Place of their Abode, and 
appointing their Governors and Coverneſ- 
Jes, and other Inſtructors, Attendants and 
Seroants, and the Care and Approbation 
of thezr Marriages, when grown up, be- 

longs 
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longs of Right zo bis Majeſty, as King of 


this Realm, or Not ? 


TEN of the Judges allowed the Y/alidi- 


ty of this bole Important Oweſtion in a 
Lump, and declared their Opinion on the 


Affirmative Side thereof *. But Mr. Ba- 
ron PRICE, and Mr. Juſtice EYRE divi- 
ded the Queſtion, and gave-it as their Opi- 
nion;; That the Education and Care of his 
Majefty's &rand Children, &c. belonged 


. wholly 7o the Prince their Father : But 


that the Care and Approbation of 7heir 
Marriages, when grown up, dial belong to 
his Majeſty, as King of this Realm ; yet 
not excluſive of the: Prince: therr Father. 


THE Reaſons of theſe Tzwo Gentlemens 
Diſſent from their Ten Brethren, make up, 
perhaps, one of the fineſt and moſt judici- 
ous Opinions that ever fell under the Deno- 
mination of a Law Caſe. The former 
gave a precipitate, and the /atter a deli- 
berate Judgment. For as the: Lord Somers 
has moſt excellently obſerved,

Juſtice Eyre aſlure his Majeſty, 'That 7here 
is n0 one Expreſſion in any of our Law- 
Books that warrants any ſuch Aſjertion. 


FROM the Promulgation of ſuch a Srate 
Arcana, what Compunction muſt ariſ2 in 
the Breaſt of every generous Man for the 
Sufferings of ſuch of his Fellow Creatures 
who have been, and daily are, obliged to 
give up their great or /zztle ALL upon the 
precarious Judgment of one /enole Opinion. 


BUT we ſhall not preſume to give any 
Opinion of our own.

As the Difference between the King 
_ and the Prince widened every Day, and 
} no Proſpe& appeared of a Reconciliation, 
his Royal Highneſs removed from the Lord. 
Grantham's to a Houſe he had purchaſed 
in Leiceſter - Fields, which, ſubjoining to 
Leicefter- Honſe, made him a handſome 
and commodious Palace. His Royal High- 
neſs had written ſeveral Letters to his Ma- 
jeſty, all which proving ineffectual, the

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FROM his good Mother, let us now 
return to the Judge /{imſelf. And here 
the Reader. muſt not expect to find many 
ſurprizing Incidents, or very {ſtrange Oc- 
currences: 'The Whole of his Life being in 
-a great Meaſure confined to J/e/tminſter- 
Hall, and almoſt every Part of it ſpent in 
a Calm, Silent Adminiſtration of Juſtice : 
'Tho' one remarkable Inſtance of his un- 
ſhaken Integrity may not be improper to 
be mentioned in this Place. 


IT is well known, a ftri& Intimacy 
was contracted, and continued ſeveral 
Years, between a very great Lord * and 
the good Judge of whom we are writing. 
When the Earl was at the Head of the 
Adminiſtration, and almoſt every one paid 
their Court to him, He was pleaſed ſtill to 
retain his former Friendſhip, and ſeemed 
olad of an Opportunity to ſhew his Re- 
gard and Eſteem, for Mr. Baron PRICE : 
And our Information is undeniably true, 
that He very frequently Conferred with 
him on the moſt important Points of 
State. "The Miniſter was too quick-light- 
ed not to diſcover the Zudeze's ſecret diſ-

He could ſtill continue him in his Confi-- 


'THE Offer of Places and Preferment, 
might have tempted a leſs generous Spirit 
to have ſtoopeda little and bowed the Knee 
to BAAL: But to him (who never ſwerved 
from the ſtricteſt Rules of Honour) ſuch an | 
Offer was fo far from being any Bait, that 
when the ſame Mznifler told Him, He 


Power to give, The bold BRITON 
bravely replied, 'That, He would accept 
of no Place, under any Reftrittions, or on 
any Terms whatever, except ſuch as the 
Nature of his Office might require of him, 
and ſuch as were confiſtent 'with the 
Duty He owed to his Country, as all 
ENGLISHMAN, | 


SUCH an open and generous Declarati- 
on could not but be grating to a Prime Mi- 
nifter, who ſeldom meets any that are not 
willing to be obedient and entirely _— 
te 
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ted to his Will : 'Tho' at' the ſame Time 
He muſt inwardly reverence and adore the 
Man, who had Courage enough to make 
{ſuch a Declaration, and Honour and Inte- 
grity enough to govern himſelf by it. 


.SUCH was the Caſe here: 'The Mini- 
fier could not be offended: Nor would 
the Judge have regarded his Frowns, or 
have ſuffered them to have the leaſt Influ- 
ence on his Conduct, However a CHANGE 
of the Miniſtry, ſome ſhort Time after 
enſued. 'The MINISTER was diſplaced, 
, but our JUDGE continued in his Station ; 
being the ſame Upright Man, and held faſt 
his Integrity to his dying Day. In the 
ſame Conſciencious Diſcharge of his Duty, 
did He continue in the Exchequer 'I'wen- 
ty-Four Years (7/2. from 1702 to 1726) 
when, upon the Death of Mr. Juſtice 
DoRMER, Mr. Baron PRICE quitted - 
the Exchequer, and ſucceeded Him in the 
Court of Common-Pleas. . His Removal 
was variouſly cenſured, and talked of, 
according to People's diflterent Ways of 
thinking. Some would have it, that the 
Common-Pleas is a more profitable Court 
than the Exchequer, which induced our 
Fudge to change his Station. But they 
who inſinuated this, neither knew the 

M 2 Judge, 


this Charge. Others again ſay, He was 
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Judye, nor thoſe Rules of Honour and 
Conſcience, by which he always con- 
ducted Himſelf. No Man living was leſs 
ambitious of increaſing his Store, nor per- 
haps had many Men leſs Reaſon for en- 
deavouring it or coveting Riches, He be- 
ing poſleiled of a very fair Inheritance, 
which he had conſiderably improved and 
raiſed to a large Fortune, by his Profeſtion 
and Station in the Law, and by an exa& 
Oeconomy in a private, retired Life (for 
the ſpace of Forty Years,) which would 


not admit of any great Expence. Sure 


we are, his generous Soul never did or 
ever could ſtoop ſo low, as to make 
Gain an- Ingredient or Conſideration in 


any Action or Part of his Life. Beſides, 


they who would have the World think 
thus meanly of the Judge, happen to be 
miſtaken in the very Foundation of their 
Aſlertion, for all who know the Common- 
Pleas and the Exchequer, know the Sa- 
laries of the Judges of both Courts to be 
the /ame, and that the Caſual or Adventi- 
tious Fees for Buſineſs done in Chambers 
are no higher in one Court than in the 
other : So that we need ſay no more to 
evince the Falſity or expoſe the Malice of 


Fe- 
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removed for ſome private Reaſons of State. 
Whether this be true or no, we cannot 
take upon ourſelves to determine. Thus 
much 1s certain, He had fat ſo- many 


Years in the Exchequer, that He had ' 


made himſelf a moſt compleat and perfe&t 
Maſter of the whole Buſineſs of that 
Court, and might therefore on the many 


Vacancies and Changes which happened 


whilſt He ſat there, one Day or other, 
reaſonably have expected to fill the high- 
eſt Station in it. Though we cannot 
poſitively ſay, He had at any Time this 
in his View : Nor did He ever expreſs 
the leaſt Diſlatisfa&tion on account of ſo 


many 7#nzors being put over his Head. + 


But He being now far advanced in Years, 
and his old Diſorders of the Gout, Stone, 
and Gravel, returning upon him with 
oreater Violence in his Decline; and as 
He grew weaker, and leſs able to ſupport 
himſelf under them, He was willing to 
end his Days in as eaſy a Manner, and 
with as little fatigue, and hurry of Buſi- 
neſs, as He could. And ſuch a Station 
was the Court of Common-Pleas , com- 
paratively with the Exchequer, repreſent- 
ed to Him, and ſuch He hat fix 5 it to 
be. And This, we can fafely affirm, was 
the greateſt, if not the only Inducement, 


He 
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He-ever thought fit to declare or publickly 
own, why He removed to the Common- 


_ Phas. Tho in this reſpe&t, we fear, He 


was deceived in his Expectations ; his 
Name was ſo highly reverenced and eſ- 
teemed, and himſelf ſo defervedly beloved, 
that in all Caſes where Obligation did not - 
interfere, Inclination led moſt of the Prac- 


| tiſers of the Common-Pleas to have ſuch 


of their Buſineſs as could be done by a 
ſingle Judge, diſpatched and determined 
by him. Inſomuch that when his Diſor- 
ders confined him at Home, his Cham- 
bers were crouded with Suitors ; every 
one was glad to have him for their Judge, 
and all chearfully ſubmitted to his Candid 
and Upright Determinations. So zealous 
was He in the Execution of his Office, that 
his Pains could never make him neglect 
the neceſlary Buſineſs of it; nor did He 
think Himſelf intitled to the Privileges 
of a Judge a Moment longer than He 
could do the Duty of his Poſt, Thus in a 
continued, uninterrupted Courſe He went 
on doing Good, and impartially admini- 
firing Juſtice and Equity to all indifferent- 
ly, to the End of his Days. Many other 
Particulars may be given, wherein this 
great Man ſhone an Ornament fo his 
Countrey : But it is almoſt as' impoſſible to 
| ennumerate 
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ennumerate 4, as it is needleſs to mention 
any more | this Place. When the Reports 
of Caſes argued before him, come to be 
publiſhed ( as it is to be hoped they will 
in due 'T'ime be by ſome able Hand) his 
extenſive Knowledge in his Profeſſion and 
his ſtrict Adherence to Juſtice will be 
beſt diſplayed and exemplified in Them. 
We think it ft therefore to cloſe the Hiſ- 
tory of his public Life : And ſhall but 
barely touch on the laſt melancholly Scene, 
in which He gave his Friends the only Un- 
eaſinefs they ever knew on his Account, 
and which at length robbed his Country of 
ſo bright an Ornament and fo uſeful a Pa+ 
triot :: We mean his laſt Ilineſs and Death. 


IT may be remembered, that about 
Chriſtmas 1732, a contagious Diſorder ra- 
ged almoſt univerſally here in England, and 
throughout ſeveral Parts of Europe, and 
in a hort. Space of Time ſwept away 
Multitudes of People: Inſomuch that the 
Weekly Bills of Mortality were higher 
than in the Great Plague. And it was 
obſervable that it made the moſt compleat 
Havock on the Elderly People, few of 
which, who happened to be ſeized with 
the Diſorder, bur fell a Sacrifice to it, 


OUR 
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OUR Judge complained of a great 
Weight and Oppreſfion upon his Stomach 
about the Beginning of Zanuary, which 
was ſoon after followed by a violent Cough, 
and ſuch other Symptoms as attended the 
above mentioned general Diſorder. In 
vain were all Preſcriptions and Applica- 
tions whatever. Nothing gave Relief or 
premiſed a Recovery. He was entirely 
reſigned : And his Patience under his Pains 
ln: was ſurprizingly amazing. Life or Death 

were equally indifferent to him, he him- 

| Telf being the only Perſon unconcerned 

about either. And, notwithſtanding his 

Agonies were exceſhively Great, He till 
continued to the laſt to have the religious 

- Duty of Prayer performed in his Cham- 
ber, and joyned therein with the greateſt 

Fervour of Devotion. During his Ilineſs 

he was never obſerved to drop any im- 

patient Exprefſion, or that tended towards 
Repining and Diſcontent. He faid, indeed, 

amidſt a violent Rack of Pain and Torture, 

tt is hard to die; not that he was loth to 

yield, but his Strength of Nature was 

bb ſo great, that his Thread of Life might 
q have been lengthened to many Years more. 
; þ 'The- Conteſt between Nature and his 
= Diſorder was ſo ſtrong and violent, that 
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to a Mind leſs prepared, and to a Diſpoſi- 
tion leſs reſigned, ſuch Pains would have' 
been inſupportable. At length, Nature 
quite ſpent and decayed, for want of 
Reſt and Nouriſhment, gave Way to 
his cruel Diſtemper, and our Judge quiet- 
.ly, and as in a Sleep, re{igned his Breath 
on the Second Day of February, in the 
Year 1732, and of his Age the Seventy- 
Ninth. | 


_ THIs great Man having run his Courſe, 
fall of Fame and Years, now reſts in 
Peace until the Reſurection of the Juſt. 
Whoever therefore is Ambitious of ſo great 
a Characer and ſo much Glory, muſt Live 
and Die as Mr. Juſtice P&ICE did. 


WE ſhall cloſe all, with a Summary of 
his Charatter, as it was moſt Aﬀectionate- 
ly drawn up and made publick, after the 
Performance of his Funeral Rites, by his 
dutiful Grandſon JoHN IvIE, Eſq; * 


ALL that was Mortal of the truly Ho- 
nourable Mr. Juſtice P&ICE was con- 
veyed from Kenſugton, where he died,

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and, according to his 'Defire, decently in- 
terred at the Church of 7 azor, in the 
County of FHereferd, but his Name will 
be heldin ecer/2/tzng Remembrance. Take 


therefore the following ſhort Review of his 
Life, U1Z. 


WHEN he was a Member of the Houſe 
of Commons, with what Boldneſs and 
Eloquence did he exert himſelf on all Oc- 


caſions in the glorious Cauſe of Liberty 


and his Country! When the Tide of Pre- 
ferment was rolling to another Shore, 
when the Revenues of the Crown were 
daily giving away, when large and exor- 
bitants &rants of the Crown-Lands were 
frequently making to Foreigners, with 
what Intrepidity did he behave! What a 
noble Stand did he make, and how brave- 
ly did he oppoſe the Paſſing thoſe Grants! 
And having thus, by a: conſcientious Per- 
formance of his Duty to his Country, raiſed 
a Character in the Senate, the Reputation 
alſo he had in the Profeſſion of the Law, 
was ſoon equal to that which hath attend-. 
ed the mo!t eminent Men. Upon the meer 


Strength of h's own Abilities, he .came 


carly into the firſt Rank of the Practiſers | 
at the Bar, and was ſhortly after made a 
[{<!/h Jadge by the ſame PRINCE whoſe 

Meaſures 
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Meaſures he had juſt before ſo ſtrenuouſly 
oppoſed ; as if it would have been an un- 
pardonable Errour of thoſe "Times to have 
ſuffered ſo much Virtue, and ſo great a 
Capacity for Buſineſs, to remain undiſtin- 
guiſhed, and unpreferred. But this Sphere 
was much too narrow to diſplay Him 
in his full Luſtre ; immediately, there- 
fore, on Queen ANNE's Acceſſion to the 
Throne, -he was made a Baron of the 
Exchequer ; a Poſt at that 'Iime look= 
ed upon to be only as a Step to his 
farther Preferment : But through I know 
.not what Diſtraction of Miniſtries, and 
his own unſhaken Zeal for his Country's 
Good, it was thought fit to continue him 
there the beſt Part of his Life. 'The Buſj- 
neſs of that Court (it is univerſally allowed) 
was never at a greater Height than whilit 
Judge PRICE fat there; and if it was not 
wholly owing to the great Opinion all the 
Suitors had of him, yet ſurely we may 
venture to ſay, no one added more, or 
even ſo much, to it as he did; and having 
athſted in the Diſpatch of the Buſineſs of 
that Court. for about 'T'wenty-five Years, 
he was at laſt made a Zaftice of the Com- 
mon-Pleas. 


'IN' theſe ſeveral Stations he approved 
himſelf Maſter of all that Learning and 
N 2 Knows 
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Knowledge which thoſe Places required 3 
and was indeed ſo excellent a Judge, 
and ſo exa&t and {ſtrict an Obſerver 
of Juſtice, that to mention his —_—— 
and his inflextvle Abhorrence, of any 
Thing that might but ſeem to look to- 


wards Corruption or Partiality, would be' 


an Injury to that fair Fame and Reputa- 
tion he lived and died profleſled of. | 


SUCH uncommon Merit, one would 
think, was a ſure Foundation for higher 
Poſts, and might reaſonably give the Poſ- 
ſeſlor a juſt Claim to preſide in the higheſt 
Court in Weftminſter-Hall; tho' he never 
coveted Honours or Preferment any other 
Way but by juſt and honourable Actions; 
and would have contemned the Offerer, 
and with Scorn rejected the Offer, if it 
had been made to him on any Terms but 
ſuch as were conſiſtent with that ftrict 
Integrity and that glorious Principle of 
Engliſh Liberty which he held faſt to his 
dying Day.

- flowing Courteſy, of ſuch obliging Huma- 


nity and Goodneſs to Mankind, joyned 


- with ſuch an agreeable Chearfulneſs, that 
all who had the Honour to converſe with 


him, were equally pleaſed as they were 
improved. Juſt in his Friendſhips, true to 
himſelf, obedient to his God, a ſtrict Ob- 
ſerver of all religious Duties, and ſo un- 
wearied in doing good, that no one ever 
ſued to him in vain, . or-was denied any 
Help and Affiſtance he was able to give. 
A thouſand Inſtances may be produced 
where he has aſhiſted with his: Counſel, 
where he has eſpouſed the Cauſe of the Help- 
leſs and Diſtreſſed, where he has ſipported 
the Needy, and where he has been more 
than a Father to Orphans, whoſe Parents 
have died with. Comfort, whilſt that good 
Man lived to undertake the Guardianſhip 
and Care of their Infant Children. But 
now He is no more! and an irreparable. 
Loſs have we ſuſtained. Many, very 
many, will ſhare in Grief, as they cannot 
but be thoroughly ſenlible of their Loſs.
